Police matters in the capital have 
been arousing considerable interest 
during the past week: Suggestions 
have been made to place the civic po- 
lice under the control of the. pro- 

* vincial authorities in the interest of 
economy and efficiency. It is said that 
Mayor J. M. Douglas has been giving 
the matter serious consideration. 

Agitation has been current in the 
city for some time in connection with 
the plan, but so far: it has made no 
“progress of a definite nature. There 
are two suggestions advanced, one, 
that the city force as it now exists 
should be disbanded, the second, that 
the present force should be, retain- 
ed but placed under the direction of | 
officers of the provincial SROUNe de- 
partment. 

There is a lack of confirmation re- 
‘garding the opinion of either the civic 
authorities or the provincial govern- 
ment on the subject, Mayor Douglas 
refuses to talk for publication and 
Hon. J. F. Lymburn, attorney-gener- 
al is equally silent and reserved in | 
his views. 


The provincial savings certificate 
department has set the seal of pros- | 
“+ perity on affairs in Alberta to con- 
found the croakéers and gloom bring- 
ers in the province. The branch re- | 
ports a new business record of cose | 
to $10,000,000 for 1929. Withdrawals | 
were unusually heavy, however, and 
the actual net business for the year 
was $470,528. This is the smallest 
surplus since 1927. Total savings 
now outstanding amount. to $11,715 
out of a total purchases since the 
branch started of $64,575,978.

For Study Of Cancer 


A new seed grain elevator, erecte? 
|by the government of Canada at a 
| cost of $300,000, has just been opened: 
| formally for business in Moose Jaw, 
| Saskatchewan. This addition to the 
machinery of the grain industry of 
western Canada is the first plant of 
its type to be constructed on this 
cont'nent. It is a_ sixteen-storey 
building furn’shed with the most 
modern appliances for the handling 
and cleaning of seed grain and is: 
capable of receiving such grain at 
the rate of 5,000 bushels an hour for 
storage in its bins. The plant has: 
| been erected for the Saskatchewan 
Reg'stered Seed Growers, Lim'‘ted. 
This organization is commonly known 
as the Seed Grain Pool. It numbers 
among its directors two celebrated 
growers of seed grain, J. C. Mitchell, 
of Dahinda, and Dr. Seager Wheeler, 
of ‘Rosthern, both of whom have heen 
winners in the past of the highest 
award for samples of hard spring
